» “The Bolivian unrest was caused 
by financial stringency, which re- 
sulted in: increased ‘unemployment 
in mining districts. Active op- 
position to the’ Government began 
taking shape whon President Siles 
resigned ih May and the Council 
of Ministers assumed control. 


_ “As the ‘tin prices continued to 


— |} decline, the Government felt the 
financial tightening, which made it 
difficult to live within ita budget, 

“Bolivia has maintained a large 
standing Army pending an accord 
with Paraguay on the Chaco con- 
troversy, and that algo drew heavily 
on the treasury, but the Govern- 
ment felt such, an, Army urgently 
necessary, and refused to decreasa 
the number of treops, : 

“Finally the Government lost its 
close contacts with military circles, 
and ‘the Army went over to the 
opposition, bringing the crisis to a 
head.” 

Terrible Scenes. 

Gunfire crashes in the Plaza, and 
a beautiful girl, who has been ex- 
horting the crowd to atrike for 
liberty, falls dead on the platform. 
With her is killed her. companion, 
a young student. 

Then, ' “gendarmes,, mounting ma- 
chine-gun on trucks, repulsed wave 
after wave of enraged citizens, 
until forty or, more lay dead on the 
streets, and more than sixty were 
wounded.” : 

Thus revolution flared in Boll- 
via's capital, Ua Paz. Sweeping 
the country, it came to ah end a 
week later with the overflow of 
the old regime. 

Between 200 and 600 were killed, 
and hundreds more wounded, the 
dispatches reveal, And the focal 
point of the revoll, former President 
Hernando Siles, “who was accused 
of attempting . to_make _himaelf 
virtual dictator of Bolivia by amend- 
ing the Constitution so as to permit 
his re-election for a long term,” 
was in flight. 

“La Paz was a city of terror” 
when the revolt was at its height, 
writes the United Press correspon- 
dent.

While German’ imports into. the 
country showed an increase of 112 
million florins, the total increase of 
imports only mounted to 70 milion, 
There is some satisfaction in: the 
fact that the difference was not 
at the expense of British imports, 
aga these increaged in the aggregate 
by_5 Jnillion, Dutch export trade 
only lost value to an amount. of 3 
million, and'inereased in weight by 
‘600,000 tons, exports : to Great 
Britain dropping from 482 millions 
to 408 millions’, worth. In trading 
with other countries, exporters 
encountered Anereasing difficulties, 
In overcoming tariff barriers, 

Industrial conditions in the coun- 
try were less. strained than In 
agriculture ‘or_commerce, but it ts 
possible that the- bad effects of the 
past year are yet to be felt. ‘The 
general reports were that )"most 
branches of indudtry were still 
fairly well supplied with work, 
‘though often’ at. unremunerative 
rates, Onc of the industries 
which had’ attained the greatest 
development during, the past few 
years—viz.,, the electric lamp and 
wireless ‘works—continued to pros-

In the time previous to their 
departure from Johore, the Bajaos 
were sea dwellers, just as they are 
to-day. Their headman, named 
Dwana, had an attractive daughte: 
who was coveted, and-finally take 
by, force, by a chief’: ofthe shore 
people, named Salibungsu. Fleeing 
from her husbami, the daughter re- 
turned to her’ father’s boat and 
sought sanctuary upon it. Being a 
peaceful tribe and afraid of the 
shore dwellers, the Bajaos prayed 


for a wind to carry them away.’ 


The wind came, and’ drove them to 
the Sulu Sea, where they have re- 
mained until the ‘present day. 

I firet heard of the Bajao Sea- 
Gypsies from Dr. H. Otley Beyer, 
anthropologist ‘of ‘the Philippine 
Bureau of Science, early in 1929. 
It was a year later before I had-an 
opportunity to visit. their floating 
villages and study them’ at first 
hand.. And then only after raking 
an arduous trip through ‘the Sulu 
Sea ina native’ sapit.' Sickness,

The Chief, Justice: ‘and- Mr. 
' uate C. C. Ghose of the . Cal- 
* @utta High Court allowed the ap* 
. peal of.the Englishman, Limited, 
from a: judgment of Mr, Justice 
Buckland, who awarded Ra. 7,500 
as damages to the Hon. Antonio 
Arrivabene, formerly ° Italian 
Consul-General, in Calcutta, in a 
‘suit for.alleged libel ‘brought by 
him against the appellants. ° | 
The plaintiff’s case was that, in 
the Englishman .of August 7, 
1929, the editor added a note at 
the end of a letter of denial sent 
by the plaintiff's solicitors to the 


- effect that he accepted his re- 


porter’s version of an interview 
which the. plaintiff repudiated, 
Delivering judgment, the Chief 
Justice said the court was entirely 
concerned with the question whe- 
ther the meaning of the editor’s 
note was defamatory as imputing 
that the plaintiff was a liar and 
was unfit to be associated with. 
On that question the. first thing, 
in his lordship’s opinion, was a 
. matter of the construction of the 
document which was not capable 


_ of be{ng read as stating that the 


plaintiff was a liar, Any person 
looking at the note, would know 
that the newspaper looked upon 
the solicitors’ letter as an attack 
on the. veracity of. its reporter, 
and, in his lordship’s judgment, 
the reasonable construction of the 
note was that it was not capable 
_of being read to be an attack 
on the character of the plaintiff 
but only ng a defence of the char- 
acter of the reporter. In his lord- 
ship's opinion, the note was not 


' defamatory, and from that point 


of view no further question need 
be considered. Pa 
' Newspaper’s Duty. 

* But upon the view that the 
statement was defamatory, the 
next, question was whether the oc- 
extgion was privileged. His Lord- 
ship had already said that the 
newspaper was Well entitled. in 


. the social and common interests 


of its readers to publish the plain- 
‘tiff’s denial and he ‘(the Chief 
Justice) could not think of any 
better way than publishing ‘it in 
its own columns. It was a duty 
of the paper to bring.the denial to 
the. notice of the public and, in 
his lordship’s opinion, the publi- 
cation of the solicitors” letter was 
in no way an excessive publica- 
tion. In this case it was essential 
that it should be published, and 
there was no way in which the 
denial could be published in 
justice to the reporter without 
adding the editorial note. E

And the problem. is growing 
Worse, according to recently publish-. 
ed \satistics: which ‘show that “the 
suicide rate of American cities dur- 
ing 1929 reached the highest figure 
on record or 18 per 100,000, since 
1916,” . 

For the last six years the rate has 
been growing stendily, wa are ‘told 
by Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman, con- 
sulting statistician of the Presi- 
dential Insurance ' Company of 
America. But it is still consider- 
ably below. the highest ever record- 
ed, which was 2.15, in 1908. The 
lowest rate, we read, was 12.3, in

ness failures.” : 

Of 151 cities, with an estimated 
population of nearly 38,000,000. 
‘eighty show an inerease, in the 
suicide rate over 1928, Dr. Hoffman 
points out, while &6 show a de- 
greage, and in the remaining 15 the 
rate. remains stationary. 

“In 1928. the total number of 
deaths from suicide in the Unitéd 
States registration area was 15,566, 
equivalent toa rate of 136 per 
100,000,” writes Dr. Hoffman, . “If 
we assume the population of the 
United States at the present ‘time 
to be 125,000,000, and the prevailing 
rate of 14 per 100,000, this would 
give approximately 17,500 deatis 
from suicide during the course of 2 
year, a national toss of valuable’lives 
in most cases, a8 to which there i3 
less ‘concern than if it were an 
equal loss of livestock.” ‘ 

National Problem. 

The seriousness of the peril ‘is 
emphasised in later paragraphs: 

“We are thus confronted with a 
national problem. of considerable 
magnitude, and it [s no small thing 
to contemplate that 120,000 porsons 
have voluntarily ended their exist- 
ence during a decade of unexumpled 
proaperity.” ; :

number of deaths from suicide, as 
wel] as homicide would unquestion- 
ably. be materially ‘reduced.”

FAKE WAR DIARY OF 
THE PRINCE. 


Attempt. to Sell to

An impertinent attempt to sell a 
book, which pretends to be “The 
War Diary of, H.R.H. the Prince of 
Wales,” is being ‘inade in this coun: 
try and in America, 

Publishers in London and New, 
York recently received . a: letter 
offering the manuscript of this sup- 
posed war diary, The Tétter ‘waa 
signed by a man .who ‘has written 
several biographies, and stated, “I 
am to edit the war diary ‘of the 
Prince of Wales.” 

A summary of what the diary 
contained was set dut:— : 

The personal’ experiences of the 
Prince in France with the British 
troops; his private conversations 
with Earl Haig, Marshal Foch, and 
General Pershing, and -his opinions 
on many of the war phases—the’ 
German submarine campaign, the’ 
sinking of the ’ Lusitania, and the 
execution of Nurse Cavell, 

No Records Released. 

There was an all-important addi- 
tlon to’ the letter to the effect that 
the Prince of Wales would read: 
and pass the manuscript before it 
was handed to the publishers. 

Tho inferences in the letter from 
the editor of the diary’to the pub- 
lishers were:—, 

That the diary was authorised by 
the Prince of Wales; ‘ 

' ‘Fhe editor had access to private 
papers of the Prince; and 

That the final’ draft would be 
approved by the Prince. 

The Daily Express _ understands 

that. the publication of any manu-. 
script which ‘purports to be a diary 
kept by the Pringg.during the war 
years is entirely ‘unauthorised, and 
is In fact a fake. No auch book has 
any basis of authority, - 
None of the-records kept by the 
Prince have heen handed over to any 
biographer, and. itis altogether un- 
true to state that the manuscript 
will be read by the Prince.
